A NOTE ON KING HARISIMHA OF MITHILA

Recently Dr. R. C. Majumdar has published a paper dealing with Kin 
Harisimha of Mithila,! who was the last great King of t 0 
dynasty founded by Nanyadeva in Mithila in A.D. 1097.99: 
a stormy political career, and he was a zealous reformer andani 
able warrior, who will go down in the history of the land for hi 
exploits and memorable deeds.® 
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In his valuable paper Dr. Majumdar has raised some significant points, 
which deserve the attention of scholars.. These points may be summarised 
as follows: 

(1) Bhupalasimha ruled after Saktisirbha ‘and before Harisimbha, 
according to a seventeenth century epigraphic record of. 
Pratàpamalladeva4, the King of Nepal. 

(2) ‘Harisirnha ascended the throne of Mithilà in about A.D. 1285, 
and not in A.D. 1303 or 1307. 

(3) Harisimha scored Successes against the Muslims “either during. 
the last days of the Mamluk Sultans after tlie death of Balban. 
(A. D. 1287) or during the chaos and confusion that followed the 
death of Ala-ud-din Khalji (A.D. 1316).*5 

(4) The conquest of Nepal by Candesvara, his minister, “need not 
necessarily be referred to a time after the defeat of Harisimha 
by Ghiyàs-ud-din Tughluq’’.® The tulā purusa ceremony; M

from the inscription of Pratàpamalladeva of Kathamandu, referred to 
above, We learn that Bhupalasirhha was the predecessor of Harisirhha, 
who, like Malladeva, son of Nanyadeva, may be treated as “a forgotten 
king of Mithila”. But, while we have one inscription in the name of 
Malladeva?, we have nothing as such to the credit of Pratüpasimha to 
enlighten us on his reign-period. Candra Jhà also quotes a Pajiji-verse 
running on the same line?. In the geneology thus presented it is nowhere 
explicitly mentioned that Bhüpàla succeeded as “King” immediately 
after the death of Saktisirnha, the father of Harisirnha‘, He is, however, 
referred to as “King” which does not necessarily mean that he ever as- 
cended the throne. He was entitled to this royal prerogative because he 
was the real claimant to the throne. Had he been alive and ruled over the 
land even for some time, there are no reasons why the contemporary works 
should have kept silent on his reign while they have eulogised the petty 
deeds of Harisithha’s predecessors and of Harisiriha himself in no uncertain 
terms. Moreover, we have to remember that the inscription of Pratàpa- 
malla is based on hearsay and has nothing to do with the official Vamsavali 
Which are often so conflicting in nature and presentation of facts. 

This assumption is riot “gratuitous”, but is quite reasonable in view of 
the evidence at our disposal. Saktisirhha's help to Ala-ud-din Khalji in

It is, on the other hand, fully in consonance with the di 
Saktisirnha’s death recorded in contemporary literary accounts of in 
1296., for Harisirhha is said to have been a minor when he ascended the 
throne and the administration was looked after by Candeévara, his able 
and faithful minister. Moreover, the tendency to disregard the local tradi. 
tions as always untrustworthy, when they do not suit our hypotheses, js 
rather deplorable for it is these traditions that vouchsafe light when light 
from other sources begins to fail. It is all the more true in case of Mithila, 
which has been a land of literary and philosophical traditions through 
centuries, and which has no recorded history fully based on official docu. 
ments and other historical sources. 
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A verse in the Dana-ratnakara of Candesvara says that the king rescued 
the earth flooded by the Mlecchas.2 Jyotirigvara’s Dhürlla-samagama (a 
two-act comedy played in the court of Harisirhha in Nepal) also records 
that the king conquered the Suratrana or Sultan, meaning some Muslim 
King or Chief. The introductory verse to Sugati-sopana® further confirms 
the statement by giving a poignant picture of the chaotic condition of the 
time, All these statements clearly show that Harisirhha had to figit 
against some Muslim invader whom he ultimately succeeded in dd

The theory of the conquest of Nepal is another knotty problem, which 
has been variously interpreted by different scholars. Dr. Majumdar 
| glowing M. M. Chakravarti, believes that Nepal had acknowledged 
= farisirha's suzerainty long before he entered Nepal in A.D. 1325 and

Another writer believes that the conquest of the valley of Nepàl was 
effected in A.D. 1314.4 The chronicles of Wright and Bhagwanlal put 
` A.D. 1324 as the first date of occupation of the Nepàl Valley by Hari- 
sitnhadeva.® According to the former, Harisimha, however, could not 
retain his conquest for long partly due to the stiff resistance put up by the 
Malla rulers and partly due to the hovering clouds of the Tughluq invasion 
over the horizon of his original kingdom of Tirhut. But when he was forced . 
to retire to the hills by the conquering Tughluq armies he devoted him- 
self solely to the consolidation of his position there.® Yet there is another 
"scholar who has of late advanced the theory that this conquest of Nepal 
by Harisirhha was not effected at all.”

Had it bcen otherwise, Mithila tradition 
and other contemporary accounts would not have left it unnoticed an d 
ignored, CandeSvara’s account at best refers to the skirmish between 
the then Nepalese king and the forces of Harisirhha in which the former 
was defeated. He nowhere states that Nepal, after having been conquered 
was also occupied. As the borders of these two territories overlapped cach 
other, such skirmishes might have been frequent. 

Moreover, it is not unnatural that a flecing king should conquer another 
territory. Such instances are numerous in history. Isámi, the author of 
Fulüh-us-Salatin, whose account has been accepted by Dr. Majumdar, 
nowhere refers to an open and sanguinary battle between the Raja of 
Tirhut and the armies of Ghiyàs-ud-din Tughluq. We arc simply told 
that the rājā retreated into the northern hills, It is thus clear that 
Harisirhha had not to lose even a single soldier, and, therefore, with the 
preparations that he undertook to mect the challenge of the invading 
Muslims, he could have "easily conquered the Nepal Valley, which was 
then torn asunder due to the conflicts of the rival claimants, Moreover 
the traditional verse “STRAT ਦਕਧਟੂਜਧੁਹੈਨੂਕਿਜਿੱਨ੍ਕੇ age aa ਗਿਜਧਧੇ ਗਿਕਿਸਕਿਕੇਗ” 
clearly indicates that he entered the hills, and nol JVepál, as Dr. Majumdar 
has interpreted it to suggest.! In other words, it is more reasonable to 
Suggest in the present state of our knowledge that Harisirnha conquered 
Nepal, after flecing from the plains, and settled there for the rest of his life. 

That Harisimha never conquered Nepal as suggested by one writer, 
referred to above, goes against all historical traditions and genuine inscrip-

It makes little difference if we accept AD. 1324 or 1325 as the probable 

date for Harisirnha's entry into Nepal. In either case there is a difference 

of a few months which do not in the least affect the Mithila chronology. 

| Mithila tradition, however, refers to 1245 Saka or A.D. 1323-24, and the 

| accounts of the Muslim. historians also tend to confirm it.! Any way, in 
ouropinion, there is no harm if we accept or reject the other date.? 
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
